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Nixon 

‘To seek normalisation

LOS ANGELES— 
Stunning much of the 
world, President Nixon 
Thursday night announc¬ 
ed he will undertake 
‘‘what I deeply hope will 
become a journey for 
peace" to China before 
next May. 

Nixon, in a television and 
radio address, announced a 
mission that will symbolize a 
thaw, after 22 years, in 
relations between the United 
- States and the People's Re¬ 
public of China. 

He said he would go to 

mainland China at the invita¬ 
tion of Premier (Jkhj En-lai. 
He said he sent Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, his national secur¬ 
ity adviser, to Peking for 
talks with Chou July 9 and 11. 

Kissinger had been on an 
announced diplomatic m i s- 
sion. but his trip to Peking 
was one of total secrecy.

WASHINGTON — Henry Kissinger ap¬ 
parently used the socially accepted device of 
an “upset stomach*' to elude the world and 
confer secretly in Peking last Saturday with 
Chinese Premier Chou En-Lai. 

The Kissinger ruse was made known 
Thursday night by President Nixon when he 
disclosed that his foreign affairs adviser had 


Hie 
Kissinger-Chou conference was one of the 
best-kept of all diplomatic secrets. 

On Friday news organizations reported 
that Kissinger, then in Pakistan, was 
"slightly indisposed by an upset stomach," 
had been forced to cancel a dinner 
appointment in Pakistan.

“The meeting between the 
leaders of China and the 
United States is to seek the 


normalization of relations be- , 
tween the two countries and 
also to exchange views on 
questions ot concern to the 
two sides," the announcement 
said. 

Nixon said in anticipation of 
inevitable speculation about 
U.S. policy, he wanted to 
make dear that “our action 


in seeking a new relationship 
with the People's Republic of 
China will not be at the 
expense of our old friends.” 

Nixon said the mission and 
policy “is not directed against 
and other nation.” 

“We seek friendly relations 
with all nations. Any nation 


can be our friend without be¬ 
ing any other nation's enemy." 

He said he hud taken the 
action because of a conviction 
that all nations will gain from 
an easing of tensions and a 
better relationship between 
the United States and China. 

“It is in this spirit that I 
will undertake what I deeply 


hope will become a journey 
for peace, peace not just for 
our generation but for future 
generations on this earth we 
share together." Nixon said. 

Nixon has been shaping a 
policy of eased restrictions on 
trade and travel between the 
United States *and China. Me 
has not disclosed bis inten- 
"tions with regard to Com¬ 
munist Chinese admission to 
the United Nations. 

At a news conference April 
29. Nixon said he hoped and 
expected to visit China 
“sometime, in some capac¬ 
ity.” 

But his announcement that 
he is going to China as 
president was- a total sur¬ 
prise. There was no advance 
text of his brief speech — it 
lasted less than five minutes. 

Kissinger, who had been 
conferring with Nixon at the 
Western White House in San 
Clemente. Calif., accompanied 
the president on the heli¬ 
copter flight to Burbank for 
the broadcast address.

A writ filed in B.C. Supreme Court asks 
that the legislation I* declared invalid and 
names Attomey-Geneial Leslie Peterson as 
defendant. 

Liquor and tobacco advertising will lie 
banned In the province under legislation 
effective Sept. 1. 

The iVrit was filed on behalf of Benson 
and Hedges Canada Ltd.. Macdonald Tobacco 


Marketing Imperial Tobacco products. Roth¬ 
mans of Pall Mall Canada. CFL Properties 
Ltd.. Maclean - Hunter. Time Canada and 
v 6outhstar Publishers. 

It says the Tobacco Advertising Restraint 
Act and amendments t > Hie Liquor Act, 
passed ai the last session of the legislature, 
are invalid and beyond the authority of the 
legislature. 

The firms ask that they be entitled to 
conduct their businesses without being 
subject to penalties provided in the legisla¬ 
tion. 

The wTit does not contest federal tobacco 
advertiiing legislation, which becomes effec¬ 
tive in January.

Jobs Seesaw Swings Downward

OTTAWA — For the second 
time this year, unemployment 
went up when the government 
said it was going to go down. 

The June unemployment 
figures, released Thursday by 
tlie Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics, showed slight rise in the 
seasonally adjusted un¬ 
employment rate and 8.000 
more Canadians out of work 
than in May 


The increase in joblessness 
brought Immediate attacks on 
government economic policy 
from opposition political 
parties and Canada’s largest 
labor organization. They said 
the figures refuted Finance 
Minister Edgar J. Benson's 
promise that unemployment 
would decline throughout 1971. 

Benson was unavailable for 
comment, and Prime Minister 
Trudeau refused to answer 


reporters' questions as he l^ft 
the regular weekly cabinet 
meeting Thursday. For the 
first time in reporters’ 
memory here, ropes and 
police were used to keep 
newsmen from Trudeau as he 
went from his office to his 
limousine. 

A burly RCMP corporal, 
interrupted Lang and pushed 
newsmen aside before the 


minister could complete his 
explanation. 

The number of unemployed 
persons rose 8,000 to 551,000 
in June, while the number of 
employed persons increased 
sharply by 224.000 to 8.3- 
million. The labor force as a 
whole grew by 232,000 to 8.85 
million. 

Manpower Minister Otto 
Lang, the only cabinet minis¬ 
ter who would speak to

newsmen, said: “The number 
of employed persons did 
increase v ery significantly, 
but the very large increase in 
the labor force has offset that 
(increase) this month.' 

Lang said a larger than 
usual number of high school 
students were looking for Jobs 
and this might account for 
the increase in unemploy¬ 
ment.

China Expected 
To Leap into UN

WASHINGTON — Tl>e stun¬ 
ning announcement by Presi¬ 
dent Nixon that he Iras 
accepted an invitation to visit 
mainland China before next 
May is certain to have 
seismic impact on both presi¬ 
dential politics and the United 
States' international relations. 

In foreign affairs, the con¬ 
sequences are much more 
predictable and more im¬ 
mediate — and more pro¬ 
found. 

The first visit by an Ameri¬ 
can president to mainland 
China in history, coming after 
more than 20 years of a 
virtriolic antagonism between 
the two great powers, is 
.expected to bring the follow¬ 
ing diplomatic results: 

• It assures American ac- 
quiesence to the admission of 
the Peoples Republic of China 
to the United Nations 
probably this year, certain 1> 
next year - and even taking 
Nationalist China’s seal on 
the Security Council. 

• It promises a far more 
responsible Peking attitude in 
support of a peace settlement 
in Vietnam. Peking has until 
recently denigrated American 
efforts to achieve a political 
settlement and has maintained 
a hostile attitude towards 
Russian-backed North Viet¬ 
namese and Viet Cong 
negotiating proposals. 

• It threatens a convul : 
sive reaction front the 
Nationalist regime in Tai¬ 
wan, which is certain to 
suspect an erosion of Ameri¬ 
can support despite Nixon’s 
assurances that the rap- 
proachment with Peking will 
not be “at the expense of old 
friends." 

What happens to Taiwan's 
membership in the UN 
appears problematical, al¬ 
though the p r e s i d e n t's 
promise that friends would 
not suffer suggests that the 
subject might have been 
discussed during Henry Kiss¬ 
inger’s secret visit with 
Premier Chou En-lai in 
Peking. 

• The Soviet Union’s cur¬ 
rent anxiety about warming 
Sino-American relations i s 


bound to be aggravated. Mos¬ 
cow charged "collusion" be¬ 
tween Washington and Peking 
over the visit by the U.S. 
table tennis team this year, 
an event which pales in 
s i g n i f icance to Nixon’s 
planned trip to Peking. 

But while the Russians may 
be suspicious about Kiss¬ 
inger's secret trip to Peking 
and the joint Washington- 
Peking announcement Thurs¬ 
day night, mainland China

was equally unhappy over the 
jpint Washlngton-Moscow an¬ 
nouncement on progress in 
the strategic arms negotia¬ 
tions this spring.

Taiwan Sends 
Strong Protest

Nationalist China protested 
Friday to the United States 
government against President 
Nixon’s plan to visit Com¬ 
munist China. 

“Tlie Chinese government 
has lodged a strong protest to 
tlie government of the United 
States,“ government spokes¬ 
man James Wei told re¬ 
porters. 

“1 have no more tor you 
now, but I will later.” 

The protest was announced 
after a 45-minute emergency 
meeting of high-ranking 
officials. President Chians 
Kai-shek’s government appar¬ 
ently had not been informed 
in advance of Nixon’s plans or 
of White House adviser Henry 
Kissinger’s visit to Peking. 

Secretary-General U Thant 
of the United Nations hailed 
Nixon’s announcement and 
said the move “opened a new 
chapter in the history yof 
international relations.” 

A spokesman for Thant 
issued this statement a few 
minutes after Nixon told of 
his invitation from Peking in 
a television and radio state¬ 
ment Thursday night 


"This development lias 
opened a new chapter in the 
history of international rela¬ 
tions and it augurs well not 
only for the relations between 
two great countries blR also 
for the future of the United 
Nations.” 

In Cape May, N. J., Dr. Carl 
Mclntire, national chairman 
of the March for Victory 
Committee, said President 
Nixon “has abandoned all 
moral principles” by deciding 
to visit China. 

Mclntire. in a statement 
released here Thursday night, 
said: 

“It is like saying that for 
tlie cause of peace. God and 
the devil will have a high- 

level meeting ... For the 

United States to honor by 

presidential visit a slave 
nation which permits no reli¬ 
gious worship is about as 
degrading as we can be¬ 

come.” 

In Ottawa, neither Prime 
Minister Trudeau nor Exter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Mltohell 
Sharp was immediately avail¬ 
able for comment, but exter¬ 
nal affairs spokesman Ross 
Francis said there was satis¬ 
faction in tlie U.S. decision.

AS A PAID-UP and highly enthusiastic 
member of the sport loving fraternity of the 
wtorld, I feel free to run off at the mouth for 
the next 16 paragraphs about the pedestrian 
pap being fed us by the play-by-play and 
color men of the broadcasting industry. 

The quantity and quality of sports 
photography has never been greater than 
what we receive on the idiot box today. We 
are almost buried with every kind of sporting 
event from ping pong to golf and even with 
non-events like wrestling and roller derby, 
notwithstanding the determined efforts of 
wives who have become sporting widows, we 
have struck the mother lode. 

* There is a burr under the saddle, however. 
?The calibre of sport broadcasting has 
Deteriorated to a point of incompetent clap¬ 
trap and apology. It‘s a rather sorry 
commentary when you can count the 
putstanding practitioners on the fingers of 
one hand. 

BY APOLOGY I mean the announcers 
.have prostituted their calling by being paid 
.apologists for either a team or a league and 
•the distinction is nebulous. In other words, 
Jhey will not rock the boat with comments 
the team or the league might construe as 
detrimental to the particular sport. 

They are hired by radio and television 
outlets, but only with the express approval of 
Jhe team or league involved. 

• Let me make a point or two by going back 
*25 years, back to the days of Bill Stem, Clem 
McCarthy, Red Barber and the boxing duo of 
Bill Corrum and Don Dunphy. They brought 
«i terrible urgency to the word pictures they 
presented. They pumped adrenalin into the 
accounts and were undoubtedly guilty of 
hyping dull games. But they were their own 
men and they pointed fingers at fakes and 
.Injustices. Nobody silenced them, nobody 
bought them off. 

TODAY’S gaggle of sport announcers 
Jwould rather suffer the indignity of being 
caught without their natty monogrammed 
blazers than offer up words of scorn about 
the sport they cover. 

The trend has been to ex-sport heroes. The 
^network wheels hire a Phil Rizzuto, a Tony 
Kubek, a Pat Summerall, a Frank Gifford 
and breathlessly tell their audiences these 
men will present the inside story because of 
their ready access to dressing rooms and 
their intimate comaraderie with players. 
'Actually, it doesn't take too much of the old 
grey matter to realize the inside story is 
precisely what you won't get. 

By their very close associations with the

athletes, these announcers will not give the 
inside story. They will cover up, skirt the 
issue, ignore it altogether. They protect, they 
apologize, but they sure as hell don't tip the 
old canoe. 

IN THE United States there are about 
three or four announcers or commentators 
worthy of the name. Howard Cosell is without 
peer. He is abrasive, opinionated, galling. But 
he tells it from the shoulder and no sporting 
cow is sacrosanct enough to escape his 
verbal barbs. Ex-footballer Don Meredith is 
the exception to the rule and a breath of 
fresh air. Play-by-play men Ray Scott and 
Keith Jackson are the only other class 
performers. 

The Chris Schenkels. Curt Gowdys, 
Charlie Scotls and Lindsay Nelsons arc mil- 
lion-dollar voices with two-bit souls. TTiey 
offer careful platitudes and would have to 
check Funk and WagnaJls fur the meaning of 
criticism. 

In Canada — just as barren. The 
apologists dominate National Hockey League 
and Canadian Football League crews. Eric 
Bishop, the voice of the B.C. Lions. 
Edmonton's Bryan Hall, Toronto's Pat 
Marsden and Vancouver's A1 Davidson and 
Bill Good Sr. are the only ones worth their 
salt, the only ones not intimidated by the 
powerful sport interests. Bishop, I might add. 
is the only truly competent and completely 
irreverent play-by-play man in Canada today. 

TO SHOW YOU the extent of the 
censorship, the cover-up. let me relate an 
incident of a few years ago when I was on 
the football broadcast crew in Calgary. There 
was a league dictum that we could not 
discuss the officiating on game broadcasts. 
One night the B.C. Lions and the Stampeders 
were doing their best to overcome the 
blindness and excessive zeal of the officials. 
In short, they were bloody awful. During the 
halftime intermission I was interviewing 
Herb Capozzi, then the general manager of 
the Lions. I asked him what he thought about 
a particularly bad call. 

"Come on Gord," Herb replied with a grin, 
"you know we’re not allowed to discuss the 
bad officiating." 

For that. Bishop and I were fined one 
game’s salary by the league commissioner 
Syd Halter and. I might add. it wasn't the 
last time. 

Arid somehow or other I have to believe 
that before this season is over. Bishop will be 
fined again. The honesty in him Is too near 
the surface. 

It's unusual in today's sportcasting. 


Pill Remains Puzzle

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 

taking birth control pills of a 
type that call for taking them 
(r»r 21 days, then stopping 
until after the next period. 

But what is to prevent 
Ovulation from taking place 
before the pill is started in 
feach cycle? And what is to 
prevent ovulation from taking 
place after you have taken 
the 21st pill? 

Also suppose one had taken 
the pill regularly for nine 
days but was unable to take 
one in the following one or 
two days? Would pregnancy 
be probable?—F.N. 

There seems, even now, a 
good deal of puzzlement over 


use of the pill. Even though 
women use it successfully, 
nobody tells them why it 
works. 

It prevents pregnancy by 
preventing ovulation, but it 
don this by remote control. 
The hormones in "the pill" 
suppress the hormone that 
stimulates the ovaries to 
release an ovum. 

Since ovulation ordinarily 
occurs about mid-cycle , 
taking the pill daily before 
that time, and for an addi¬ 
tional time afterward, suc¬ 
cessfully prevents ovulation 
from occurring. 

And, of course, if no ovum 
is released to be fertilized, 
pregnancy does not occur. 

There is a little — but very 


little — leeway in the 
schedule that should be 
followed. 1 1 is generally 
recommended that, if a pill is 
missed one day, two should 
be taken the next day. This 
seems to maintain sufficient 
protection against ovulation 
taking place. 

But if the pill is missed two 
days in a row. then don't 
depend-on the pill to provide 
protection against pregnancy 
in that cycle. Resort to some 
other form of contraception 
for the rest of the cycle. 

It is a little too strong to 
say that pregnancy would be 
"probable" under such cir¬ 
cumstances. but it most cer¬ 
tainly would be possible.

Jobless 

David Lewis, leader of the 
Npw Democratic Party, said 
Benson "obviously was talk¬ 
ing through his hat when he 
said that everything was 
hunky-dorey in the economy.” 

Lewis said it was "dis¬ 
graceful" that there should be 
such high unemployment 
among young people. Fifty-six 
per cent of the 551,000 June 
unemployed were under 25. 

Donald Macdonald, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Labor 
Congress, said the figures 
"destroy the government’s 
boast that the adjusted rate is 
dropping and that unemploy¬ 
ment is under control. 

"The unemployment figures 
make it evident that the 
government is failing in any 
efforts it is making to bring 
unemployment under control. 

"There Ls no doubt that 
many thousands of Canadians 
are going to face a bleak 
winter. Conditions will get 
worse before they get better 
and serious increases in un¬ 
employment now api>ear in¬ 
evitable." 

Employment in British 
Columbia increased between 
May and June to 26.000, or 3.1 
per cent, and stood at 867.000 
during the week ended June 
19. but the increase was not 
large enough to absorb the 
increase in unemployment. 

The manpower department, 
in a news release Thursday, 
said the number of people 
without jobs and looking for 
work in B.C. rose from 61.000 
in May to 66.000 in June. The 
higher figure was equivalent 
to 7.1 per cent of the labor 
force compared to 6.8 per 
cent in May. 

The manpower department 
said the current B.C. un¬ 
employment problem stems 
from the inability of the 
provincial economy to absorb 
the large numbers of teen¬ 
agers joining the work force 
in June. 

The department said the 
principal influence on the 
labor force in June was the 
entrance of 29.000 young 
(jeople under 25. Most of 
these. 24.000. were of high 
school age. easily the largest 
June influx of 14 to 19 year 
olds on record.

It is in this spirit that I will 
undertake what I deeply hope 
will become a journey for 
peace — peace not just for 
our generation but for future 
generations on this earth we 
share together.

North Italian Cities 


Only Honest Vote Can Save Saigon Hit By Strong Quake 


SAIGON (AP) Gen. 
Duong Van Big Minh said 
Thursday a t a i r presidential 
election and a policy of co¬ 
existence with North Vietnam 
are South Vietnam's only 
hopes for survival. 

"If President Thieu is re¬ 
elected in a fair election, the 




people will supi»ort him 
including those of us who 
oppose him in the election,” 
Minh said. 

"But if he is elected in a 
dishonest election, I am not 
certain his administration can 
last very long. There will be 
many discontented people, 


and this can only help the 
Communists." 

The 56-y ear-old retired 
general who led the coup 
which ousted President Ngo 
Dinh Diem in 1963 is one of 
South Vietnam’s most popular 
political figures. He is re¬ 
garded as the top challenger 


to President Nguyen Van 
Thieu in the Oct. 3 presiden¬ 
tial election. 

"Do I have confidence that 
South Vietnam can co-exist 
with North Vietnam?’ Minh 
- asked rhetorically. “1 only 
know that is the one way to 
save Vietnam, to stop killing 
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Bulldozer at Port Isabel, Tex,, buries sleeping-sickness victims

each other and to keep 
Vietnam from falling into the 
hands of foreign powers, 
whether Communist or non- 
Communist." 

Minh said an honest elec¬ 
tion is crucial because "if the 
jieople can vote freely, they 
will have confidence in the 
resulting government— and a 
government with the confi¬ 
dence of the people will be in 
a good position to negotiate 
with North Vietnam." 

Minh said the North Viet¬ 
namese and Viet Cong now 
have tlie initiative at the 
Paris peace talks because “no 
one believes or supports the 
Thieu government.” 

He charged that American 
support of Thieu and “repres¬ 
sion" by the Thieu regime 
could prevent fair elections in 
October, and he laid much of 
the blame on United States 
Ambassador Ellsworth 
Bunker. 

Minh labelled Bunker "a 
great specialist in elections of 
this type," citing the ambas¬ 
sador’s role In the Dominican 
Republic after the 1965 revolt 
there and in the 1967 South 
Vietnamese elections. 

Minh said he still believes 
the 1963 overthrow of Diem 
was necessary. He blamed 
subsequent events not on the 
coup, in which he says 
Americans played no part, 
but on U.S. policy makers. 

"In 1963, after our coup, w»e 
succeeded in obtaining the 
enthusiasm of the people. If 
America had helped us 
properly from that date, with 
the support of the population, 
we could have built a govern¬ 
ment.” 


PARMA, Italy (AP) - A 
sharp earthquake swept 
across northern Italy Thurs¬ 
day causing death, injury and 
damage from Florence to 
Venice and the port of Genoa. 

Two persons were reported 
dead, both from heart attacks 
and nearly 100 reported in¬ 
jured in the triangle-shaped 
region hit by the quake, the 
strongest to hit northern Italy 
in 20 years. 

Experts began immediately 
to assess possible damage to 
art treasures and ancient 
churches in Venice, Florence 
and other northern cities with 
a rich Renaissance heritage. 

But there was no indication 
damage would even approach 
the tragic proportions of 
November. 1966, when the 
Amo River surged beyond its 
banks and ravaged many of 
the statues, murals and paint¬ 
ings that have made Florence 
famous. 

Much of the damage was in 
Parma, a oity of 120.000 and 
the birthplace of conductor 
Arturo Toscanini. About 20 
persons were taken to hospi¬ 
tals for treatment of injuries 
suffered in a scramble to flee 
their trembling homes. 

In this city, near the 
epicentre of the quake, seven 
persons were buried under a 
collapsed farmhouse. All dug 
out to safety, but all were 
injured. 

The jolt registered six on 
the 10-point Mercalli scale. 
Slight aftershocks continued 
to shake parts of the indus¬ 
trial north after the initial 
tremor struck about 3:40 
a.m., lasting up to 30 seconds.

The 
top veterinarian in Louisiana 
said there was “absolutely no 
hope" of keeping the disease 
out of his state. 

“We're at war,” said Mexi¬ 
can President Luis Eche- 
v e r r i a . Veterinarians in 
Mexico tried to create a buffer 
/.one along the U.S.-Mexican 
border to prevent further 
spread of the disease, which 


originated in Venezuela and 
swept northward through 

Mexico. 

Vaccine was issued to 
veterinarians in all major 
Texas cities to inoculate the 
slate's 400,000 horses — all

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Confusion in Defence 


A THREE-WAY SHIP COLLISION in fog off 
Race Rocks suddenly brings into sharp focus 
the peril of oil spill pollution in this and the entire 
Canadian Pacific coastal area if bulk carrier 
tankers go into service delivering Alaska crude to 
the Cherry Point refinery. This they obviously will 
do if the company concerned feels this is the most 
practical and economical method whether the 
Canadian people like it or pot; for these are large 
and wealthy interests and no one dares say them 
nay. 

It is therefore a matter of urgency that the 
government of this country muster the best 
defences that can be contrived. And at the moment 
it is clear they are entirely inadequate. 

The government cannot present a convincing 
or reassuring picture even on paper when it lists 
coast guard ships as first-line defenders against a 
major spill and counts the navy as support in an 
emergency. These vessels are simply not capable 
of much more than a gesture. 

There has been a series of press releases 
calculated to lull any suspicion that Canada lacks 
equipment to control spills, and on Wednesday it 
was announced that oil recovery gear is in place on 
both coasts and the Great Lakes. 

Area co-ordinators have been appointed. A 
headquarters in Ottawa will be manned 24 hours a 


Hot or Cold 

■CITHER WAY we seem to be doomed, and per- 
I haps it’s not a joking matter. Some scientists 
have recently theorized that when supersonic 
transports start pouring contaminants into the 
upper atmosphere in great volume, a layer will be 
formed which will let in the sunlight but prevent 
the earth’s radiated heat from escaping. The result 
— melting polar icecaps and rising oceans, 
submerged cities. And then there's another 
thought, that part of the sun’s heat may be sealed 
out. 

Two researchers at the Institute for Space 
Studies in New York have calculated that it dust 
particles continue to accumulate in the atmosphere 
at the present rate, the heat-shielding effect of the 
pollution could fairly soon start a new ice age. 

Now that some summer weather has at last 
arrived, we take this prediction more lightly than 
wc would have in the June Chill. But the only 
reason for taking either forecast lightly is that no 
one now living is likely to know if either theory is 
correct. Fairly soon, in this connection, is a long, 
long time, giving man a reasonable chance to mend 
his ways. 


day. A committee will research pollution mishaps 
with special attention to the Arctic and develop a 
permanent national contingency plan. Indeed, a 
contingency plan has been issued already for 
fighting pollution, listing on five pages the 
personnel involved, with maps, capability, co¬ 
ordination and inter-departmental planning on the 
subject outlined. It is called officially “an excellent 
start” on a permanent plan. 

So it may be; but what the public is interested 
in is what equipment is ready, and when it will be 
operational 

Government statements are more than mis¬ 
leading; they are contradictory. For instance: 
"Specially built oil recovery vessels, called slick 
lickers, have been built and are now becoming 
available.. 

And, "The department of transport is 
Investigating the feasibility of providing a 
capability in coast guard ships on both coasts ... 
Equipment would include skimmers (slick lickers), 
booms, barges, pumps, hoses, gas engines and 
spares ...” 

Peat moss has been stored at Resolute Bay 
and certain vessels which operate in the Arctic 
have been fitted with suction and discharge 
hosepipe and pumps ...” 

All this wordage — and there is a great deal 
more of it — actually tells the public nothing 
except that some one is busy trying to build a 
reassuring paper plan. And in this aspect of an 
extraordinary performance the government has 
not been tardy. A 12-man information team is on 
duty in Ottawa passing out "releases.” 

Inquiry among its members and of depart¬ 
ments concerned elicits this comment from The 
Colonist's correspondent, Richard Jackson: 

"The permanent plan actually does little more 
than set up organizational personnel, warn of the 
pollution problem, say it is the joint worry of both 
federal and provincial governments and industry. 

“It promises ‘eventually’ the production of an 
anti-pollution manual and admits, at the same 
time, it lacks necessary environmental know-how, 
concedes its technology is in only the development 
stages and pledges better things to come — but 
neglects to put a date on it.” 

The nation’s state of readiness to deal with oil 
spills anywhere Is obviously and alarmingly 
inadequate. An effort is being made, it is true, and 
that in itself Is commendable. But it is absurd to 
try to disguise the facts of the case with a lot of 
words about organization and co-ordinating com¬ 
mittees. 

The plain truth is there is no real defence 
against massive oil spill pollution either in Canada 
or anywhere else. 


Noise Measurement Problem 


A N ANTI-NOISE bylaw in Calgary which de¬ 
pends on noise measurements has been given 
a setback by the acquittal for two reasons of a man 
charged under it. The noise-measuring meter used 
by the police had not been properly checked for 
accuracy (which can be rectified) and it had not 
been properly established that the noise measured 
had been created by the vehicle in question. 

The second reason indeed poses an enforce¬ 
ment problem if meters are used where noise 
abounds, for instance on city streets. 

British Columbia may be getting around this 
problem with its study of the possibility of 
identifying noisy vehicles when they go through 
the testing stations. Such a system, if adopted, may 


be useful in weeding out cars with mufflers that 
have simply grown defective. But it won’t 
guarantee that those drivers who relish the sound 
of power will not “modify” exhaust systems after 
passing the tests, the better to deafen and alarm 
other people. 

Regulation of the types of mufflers that must 
be installed on various motor vehicles may be the 
best answer, since on most cars, trucks and 
motorcycles, the mufflers can readily be checked 
visually by policemen. While the provincial 
government is thinking about measuring noise in 
the testing stations, it should be moving in this 
direction too.

The Benson Budget of June 
1971 has had a better first 
reaction than budgets usually 
do, because it reinforces the 
public belief that, by some 
magic the government can 
give us anything we want 
with no price to pay. 

Three things seem likely to 
result from the new actions: 

la) Corporations facing in¬ 
creased taxes will raise 
prices to protect profit mar¬ 
gins; those which enjoy tax 
reductions will hold the price 
liiie and enjoy increased 
profits. 

lb) Union labor will in¬ 
crease demands to keep pace 
with increased corporate 
profits. 

(c) The government, hav¬ 
ing less income and unable to 
reduce services, will print 
more money, hoping that it 
will be justified by a spurt in 
business activity later. 

If the U.S.A. follows the 
Trudeau government's course, 
the illusion of economic re¬ 
covery may last a couple of 
years; if not. we can expect a 
crunch greater than the one 
we have just felt, within a 
year.

other new business areas 
having orderly political situa¬ 
tions, would make more 
sense. Huge credits on the 
Japanese example, to have- 
not nations would be a better 
long term application of defi¬ 
cit financing. However, any 
government that s u ggested 
giving money to foreigners 
while our own needs are not 
met would not long stay in 
office. The course to disaster 
is the only one that electorate 
will allow, so we all might as 
w»U applaud it.

Schizophrenia over Tobacco 


S PEAKING of a split |>ci- 
sonality government, no¬ 
where. likely, is the schizo¬ 
phrenia of this particular 
federal administration in the 
third year of Trudeau more 
apparent than when Parlia¬ 
ment gets down to examining 
the fine print of the “Cigar¬ 
ette Act." 

This is the legislation 
drafted and due to be 
rammed through a puzzled 
Parliament by Health Min¬ 
ister John Munro when the 
Commons comes back to 
work in early September. 

To be specific, the Cigarette 
Act bans advertising, sets 
limits for tar and nicotine 
content and requires a 
“danger-to-your-health" warn¬ 
ing printed on every laRt 
pack. 

At * * 

Mr. Munro favors, indeed 
sponsors the bill, not because 
he's a non-smoker — far from 
it. for he consumes a pack 
and a half a day, down from 
three, all puffed, guiltily, in 
semi-concealment behind his 
p*lm 7 - on grounds of the 
health hazard, a peril still 
under some scientific debate. 

Where the split personality 
comes into it — besides the 
health minister's confessed 
cigarette habit - Is that the 
tobacco industry is a one-way 
money street, paved with 
dollars from the smoker's 
pocket all the way to the 
national revenue department. 

The money all comes into 
the treasury, and by compari¬ 
son. nothing goes out. 

* ★ ★ 

The federal government 
subsidizes almost any branch 
of agriculture you'd care to 
name. 

Except t h e tobacco in¬ 
dustry. 

It spends an annual total 
$776,000 in research at three 
stations — $469,000 at Delhi in 
Ontario's “tobacco belt.” 
$264,000 a t L 'Assomption, 
Quebec, and $43,000 at Char¬ 
lottetown, P.E.I. — and em¬ 
ploys altogether a staff of 76. 

Men and money, says Dr. J. 
C. Woodward., assistant 
deputy minister of agricul¬ 
ture. in charge of research, 
are assigned to what the 
industry describes as "im¬ 
proving the leaf." 

♦ ★ ★ 

That involves acreage man¬ 
agement - higher yield on 
less land — and the breeding 
of “premium” varieties to 
lower tar and nicotine con¬ 
tent. 

They’ve been succeeding in 
a big way in acreage man¬ 
agement, producing twice the 
yield, up from 1,100 to 2,500 
pounds per acre on half the 
land in 10 years of research.

For Mr. Munro's legislation 
is going to deal what William 
Knowles. Conservative MP 
for Norfolk-Haldimand, a 1-.

of the tobacco country.

It pours into the federal 
treasury three ways:

$264,000,000. 

By way of excise duties at 
the rate of $4 to $5 per 
thousand cigarettes, bringing 
in $204,000,000. 

And through the sales tax 
netting another $60,000,000. 

The total approaches the 
half billion dollar mark. 

In their turn, at varying 
rates, the provinces cash in 
on another $500,000,000 in 
tobacco taxes. 

Any heavy losses in the 
tobacco tax departments are 
calculated to make any fi¬ 
nance or revenue minister, 
federal and provincial alike, 
wonder what he's going to use 
for money. 


But they aren’t likely to be 
the only losers — if John 
Munro is a winner — should 
the Cigarette Act do what the 
health minister’s medicine 
men hope and expect it will, 
break or at least dent the 
nation’s smoking habit. 

For if it does, a lot of 
William Knowles’ tobacco 
farm constituents down there 
in Norfolk Haldimand along 
Lake E rte’s sandy lun- 
splashed shores are going to 
be out of business. 

And with them could go a 
$60,000,000 piece of the Cana- 
lian export action. 

Industry. Trade and Com¬ 
merce Minister J e a n -L u c 
Pepin's international sales¬ 
men have been looking into 
their department’s contribu¬ 
tion to the favorable Canadian 
foreign exchange balance and 
calculated that earnings from 
tobacco exports put 
$60,000,000 onto the plus side 
of the scale. 

The arithmetic is simple 
then, If you overlook the 
implicationc of the price John 
Munro says Canadians pay In 
health damage. Cost to gov¬ 
ernment of tobacoo industry: 
$776,000. And revenue, federal 
and provincial about $1,060,- 
000,000. Profit: $1,059,224,000.

An Anthem for Europe 


D RUMMING their fingers 
to the stirring music, 
the parliamentarians of the 
Council of Europe have 
adopted Europe's first 
anthem. They chose Ludwig 
van Beethoven's Ode to Joy. 
from his Ninth Symphony, as 
the music "most representa¬ 
tive of European genius.'* 

Although the council, repre¬ 
senting the parliaments of 17 
European nations and their 
foreign ministers, proclaimed 
a Europen flag in 1955 — a 
circle of 12 stars against a 
field of azure blue — and May 
5 as Europe Day, until now it 
was unable to decide on a 
hymn for Europe. 

One wag at the council's 
meeting in West Berlin sug¬ 
gested that the final vote was 
influenced by the commercial 
success of the pop version of 
Ode to Joy. The clinching 
argument, however, was that 
nearly every European 
schoolchild is said to know 
the melody. The only serious 
contender was Georg 
Friedrich Handel's Royal 
Fireworks Music.

The United States has been destroying growing 
crops in South Vietnam since at least November 
1961 as part of its “resource denial” program. 

This is accomplished large'- 
ly by the aerial application of 
an aqueous solution of sodium 
dimethyl arsenate, "A gent 
Blue”; applied at the rate of 
9.3 pounds of active ingredi¬ 
ents per Acre. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is a highly persistent 
(and potentially hazardous) 
chemical n o t domestically 
registered for use on or near 
crops. 

Based on available U.S. 
department of defence data, 
some 6,397.000 pounds of 
active ingredients were ex¬ 
pended between the beginning 
of 1962 and the end of 1969. 

Figures for 1970 Are not 
available, although the pro¬ 
gram continues.

Revolutionary Ideology 
Certain To Survive Mao

Since returning from my recent visit to China, 
I am frequently asked: “After Mao, what?” and 
“After Mao, who?" 

Chairman Mao lias un¬ 
doubtedly been more respon¬ 
sible than any other single 
factor i n developing the 
unique, strictly Chinese inter¬ 
pretation of Marxism-Lenin¬ 
ism which is transforming 
China today 

Mao's teachings were calcu¬ 
lated to change the thinking 
of the present masses of 
China. How successful China 
has been in realizing that 
objective will determine more 
than anything else what will 
happen in China after Mao. 

* * * 

Mao Tse-tung. the son of 
Hunan peasants, was the 
first revolurrtary in China to 
insist that since China had no 
industrial workers there could 
be no revolution until there 
was an uprising of peasants. 

Mao therefore withdrew to 
a mo untainous, relatively 
secure rural area to cultivate 
peasant followers. There he 
began to work out pragmatic 
ideas to deal with the most 
basic problem of China - the 
problem of the rural villages. 

Mao Tse-tung was a pri¬ 
mary schoolteacher in his 
native province before he 
became a revolutionary. He 
desires to be remembered 
only as a '‘teacher”. 

★ * * 

The primary schoolteacher 
would not have been raised to 
the heights of the “great 

teacher Confucious" except 

for the talents in organization 
and administration of another 
great Chinese genius — Pre¬ 
mier Chou En-lai. 

Chou recognized very early 
that Mao was potentially 

more capable than any of 


China’s revolutionaries to lay 
the pragmatic, philosophic 
foundation upon which a new, 
modern and greater civiliza¬ 
tion could be built out of the 
ashes and ruins of the ancient 
and great civilization of 
China's pasl. 

★ ★ -k 

To understand the signifi¬ 
cance. magnitude and quality 
of revolution in China today, 
it is essential to remember 
that China's ancient civiliza¬ 
tion, evolved by the gradual 
refinement of an ancient 
social organization, was 
wholly dependent upon primi¬ 
tive agriculture. 

It is often assumed that 
China’s survival is explained 
by its encirclement by moun¬ 
tains, seas and deserts. 

China’s natural, geographic 
Isolation, however, did not 
prevent the invasion and 
occupation of China by out¬ 
siders. 

* * ★ 

It was China's superior 
system of government which 
always succeeded in regaining 
power. 

China's government, eco¬ 
nomic and social systems 
were based on an unwritten 
understan ding between 
China’s two most important 
classes — peasants and 
scholars. 

China was ruled by an 
aristocracy o f the intelli¬ 
gentsia and motivated by a 
pragmatic ideology which was 
accepted without question by 
the masses of industrious 
peasants. As long as there 
was harmony between them, 
China propsered. 

China is still basically an 


Ronning 


agricultural nation. Chou Kn- 
lai said to me when we were 
discussing the revolutionary 
changes which were talcing 
place in the thinking of the 
Chinese people that China had 
by no means thrown over¬ 
board all of the ancient 
concepts — only those which 
were detrimental to progress 
in a rapidly changing world. 

Harmony is as important in 
modern as it was in ancient 
China. Today, however, har¬ 
mony is mainlained by all the 
people of China working to¬ 
gether |n close cooperation 
for the benefit of all. 

To keep in touch with the 
people. • intellectuals spend 
part time in doing manual 
labor, which was most un¬ 
dignified to the scholars of 
the past. 

★ * ★ 

Rural and factory workers 
participate with teachers in 
educational institutions. 

On the staff of the school 
which is a continuation of the 
school in Fancheng where I 


once was a teacher, the mosl 
colorful member of the staff 
was a factory worker. 

Chairman Mao's ideology is 
now firmly entrenched in the 
minds of the people of China. 
That is the answer to the 
question, "After Mao, what?” 

Present trends in China will 
continue. Chou En-lai in¬ 
formed me that China desires 
good relations with all 
nations. It may be that China 
is especially desirous of 
better relations with the 
United States. 

* * * 

In my opinion from conver¬ 
sations with many Chinese, 
the Americans could again 
become the most popular 
foreigners in China. 

The government of the 
United States will have to 
drastically change its present 
China policy before good 
relations with China are pos¬ 
sible. 

The United States will have 
to withdraw the military 
encirclement of China, end 
the war in Indochina and 
leave the problem of Taiwan 
to the Chinese themselves to 
settle without foreign inter¬ 
ference. 

China desires to participate 
in the United Nations from 
which one fourth of the 
world's inhabitants have been 
excluded by the leadership of 
Western powers headed by 
the United States. 

★ * * 

China realizes that In a 
world which has been reduced 
in size by science and tech¬ 
nology. there Is room for only 
one human community. China 
still believes in the old 
concept: "T’lEN HSIA I 
CHIA”, Under Heaven One 
Family. 

As to the question of who 
will succeed Mao Tse-tung as 
chairman, the person who is 
most frequently mentioned is 
Lin Piao. *

Iceland Move Worries NATO

The decision by Iceland’s 
new left-wing government to 
kick out the U.S. naval and 
air base at Keflavik could 
more than double the trouble 
of the North Atlantic alliance 
in keeping track bf the 
venturesome Soviet fleet. 

This trouble started last 
month in Malta. 2.500 miles 
away in the central Mediter¬ 
ranean. 

There another new left-of- 
centre government under 
Prime Minister Dorn Mintoff 
sent home the Italian admiral 
In charge of allied forces and 
said it wanted to turn neutral.

nearby Sicily. 

The essential for the alli¬ 
ance is to keep Malta from 
turning into a base for the 
Soviets, which does not seem 
a likely development.

Iceland could be a mom 
serious problem and officials 
of the alliance are worried 
about it.

plane based in Iceland spotted

The main avowed purpose 
of the food destruction pro¬ 
gram is to deny food to the 
enemy soldier. 

Since the Viet Cong number 
only about 260,000 out of 17.5 
million (or 1.5 per cent) but 
control perhaps 80 per cent or 
90 per cent of the rural 
economy of South Vietnam, 
enormous amounts of food 
must be destroyed in order to 
create a hardship for the Viet 
Cong. 

In fact, classified studies 
performed for and by the U.S. 
in 1967 and 1968 revealed that 
food destruction has had no 
significant impact on the 
enemy soldier. 

★ ★ ★ 

Civilians, in contrast, did 
and do suffer. Estimates in 
these studies varied between 
10 and 100 for how many 
civilians have to be denied 
food in order to deny it to one 
guerrilla. 

In other words, of the 
860,000 total annual diets 
destroyed during 1962,1969, 
between 774,000 and 851,000 
were destined for civilian 
stomachs. 

Moreover, it is not un¬ 
reasonable to assume that the 
brunt of this civilian burden 
is borne by infants, aged, 
tot srs. pregnant and lac- 
tating women, and sick. 

By way of more specific 
example I single out 
Quangngai Province, a par¬ 
ticularly wartorn northern 
province of South Vietnam.

During a visit there this 
past August I learned thai 15 
crop-destruction missions had 
been approved for 1970. total¬ 
ling 182.000 acres. (An addi¬ 
tional 13 forest-destruction 
missions were scheduled for 
1970, totalling another 107.000 
acres.) 

A study done for the 
department of defence in 1969 
states that 215.000 acres in 
the province (out of a total of 
1.418,000 acres) were then 
being used agriculturally. 

Thus approximately 85 per 
cent of the crop lands of 
Quangngai were scheduled for 
aerial destruction in 1970, 
presumably virtually all not 
under physical United States 
control. 


I must add that I have no 
knowledge of how many acres 
were actually sprayed in 
Quangngai Province in 1970 
(or in previous years), only 
the number officially 
approved for that year. 

The U.S. food-destruction 
program in South Vietnam, 
although not secret, has re¬ 
ceived only scant attention. It 
is clear that the acceptability 
of food destruction as a 
means of warfare requires an 
immediate and searching re- 
evaluation.

World War. 

Iceland, like Malta, seems 
unlikely to^ become a Soviet 
base. Communists have cabi¬ 
net posts in the new govern¬ 
ment but premier Olafur 
Jnhannesson is far from being 
a Communist. 


The new government says it 
intends to remain a member 
of (he North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization: all It wants is 
to get rid of the 3,700 U.S. 
servicemen and their base. 

The Icelanders have their 
economic problems; the new 
government is bound to get 
Into trouble with other Euro¬ 
pean countries because it 
says it will impose a 50-mile 
limit to protect its coastal 
fishermen from competition. 
But this seems to have 
nothing to do with the defence 
issue. 

What has happened is thiit 
two small countries, by tiny 
but freely-elected majorities, 
have felt safe enough under 
the NATO umbrella to insist 
on their own Immediate inter¬ 
ests taking precedence over 
the strategic demands of the 
alliance.

Two tankermen 
aboard the barge were exon¬ 
erated of a charge of negli¬ 
gence by the Coast Guard. 

United said its investigation 
showed the valve was closed 
and lashed April 15 when the 
barge was moored at Seattle. 
The firm said none of its 
employees went aboard the 
barge between April 15 and 
April 25, the day before the 
spill. 

"It is therefore certain that 
the valve was opened by a 
person or persons unknown 
between April 15 and 25," the 
company claimed. 

The company said it 
believed the state law author¬ 
izing the department of 
ecology to impose tines for oil 
spills is unconstitutional. 

The firm said the federal 
water quality improvement 
act of 1970 and the rivers and 
harbors act of 1899 give the 
federal government the exclu¬ 
sive right to impose penalties 
for the dischage of oil into 
navigable waters. 

United also said it believes 
damage to wildlife will be 
limited and that there "is 
reason to believe there will be 
regeneration of species of 
marine life harmed by the oil 
spill.

RIO DE JANEIRO—Brazil’s federal court of 
accounts has closed the dossier on a famous em¬ 
bezzlement case because it would now be impossible 
to recover any of the money.

But recently it was de¬ 
cided there was no further point in pursuing the 
matter. 


PARIS (Reuter) — The

Giving n partial response to 
the new Communist peace 
plan presented here two 
weeks ago. Bruce said there 


was some doubt whether the 
Communist proposals were 
reasonable. He called for 
explanations and clarifica¬ 
tions.

In a story -from Islamabad, 
the newspaper quotes a 
government spokesman as 
saying Pakistan is seriously 
considering withdrawal from 
the Commonwealth because of 
the attitudes of seniqj: Com¬ 
monwealth members. The 
story says these countries 
include Canada and Britain. 

The newspaper says the 
military government in West 
Pakistan is considering the 
provision of aid to the separ¬ 
atist movement in Quebec in 
retaliation for the suspension 
of Canadian aid. 

Canada took the position 
originally that the civil war 
which broke out in /East 
Pakistan in March was an 
internal affair of that country. 
But earlier this month the 
Canadian government decided 
to suspend economic aid to 
Pakistan and later withdrew 
export licences for spare 
parts for Pakistani military 
aircraft. 

Qritain has also suspended 
military aid to Pakistan. 

The Telegraph says Pakis¬ 
tan plans to aid rebelling 
groups in Northern Ireland as 
retaliation for the British 
action. There were also un¬ 
confirmed reports that Pakis¬ 
tan would boycott all British 
products after Aug. 1.

"Increasing the productivity 
of office workers can improve 
a company’s cash flow posi¬ 
tion, provide manpower for 
expanded operations and 
generally aid the profit pic¬ 
ture of a business enter¬ 
prise," Dillard says, pointing 
out that “It most often also 
results in an improved wage 
plan for employees.'' 

Conversely, he says, failure 
to act will help drag down the 
growth of the Canadian eco¬ 
nomy as a whole.

U.S. Energy Outlook Grim 
If Policies Not Changed 


WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Already troubled by scattered 
power shortages, the United 
States got another grim view 
of its energy prospects Thurs¬ 
day, a picture that included 
drastic shortages of natural 
gas and massive dependency 
on unreliable foreign oil im¬ 
ports by the mid-1980s. 

The projections were drawn 
up by the National Petroleum 
Council, a body of advisers to 
the U.S. government compris¬ 
ing the princes of one of the 
most powerful economic king¬ 
doms in the U.S., the oil and 
gas industry. 

Their forecast was deliber¬ 


ately designed not to come 
true. It is based on the 
assumption that U.S. govern¬ 
ment policy and the general 
economic climate for the 
Industry will not be changed. 
But the whole purpose of the 
forecast was to support the 
industry's view that both 
government policies and the 
economic picture must be 
changed. 

The council already has 
begun work on the second 
stage of Its government- 
requested review of the energy 
future of the U.S. A report 
scheduled to be ready a year 
from now will outline a wide 
range of new policies for the 


government to consider and 
other changes the industry 
feels could help avert the 
most drastic prospects. 

The report’s projections in¬ 
cluded some cursory views of 
the future for Canadian oil 
and gas sales to the U.S., 
assuming —' as it did for all 
projections - no political or 
practical difficulties and no 
major changes in policy. 

It said that, provided cur¬ 
rent exploration is successful 
in the Canadian Arctic and off 
the Mari times coast, imports 
of Canadian crude oil "are 
projected to more than double 
by 1985, reaching 1.9 million 
-barrels a day." 


SANTIAGO. Chile (AP) — 
President Salvador Allende 
signed a co nstitutional 
amendment Thursday author¬ 
izing his government to take 
over Chile’s copper mines, 
owned in pait by private 
United States firms. 

The amendment gives Chile 
"absolute dominion" over all 
mines in its territory. But its 
main targets are Chile’s five 
largest co pper mines, 
accounting for more than 80 
per cent of the national 
copper production. 

The five mines are partly 
owned — with investments 
estimated at more than $300 
million for partnerships 
ranging from 49 to 75 per cent 
— by three U.S.-based firms. 
Anaconda, Kennecott and 
Cerro. 

The amendment specifies 
that Chile must pay the "book 
value" of the foriegn mining 
inlerests as of last Dec. 31. 
minus broken and outmoded 
equipment and any “excess 
profits’’ the foreign firms

OTTAWA (CP) — Alberta 
g ovemment representatives 
called Thursday for fewer 
restrictions on gas exports, 
saying they feel gas pro¬ 
ducers are "being controlled 
a little too much.’’ 

"Any open market is better 
than a confined market,” H. 
H. Sommerville, Alberta 
deputy minister of mines and 
minerals told a nows confer¬ 
ence during a break in 
National Energy Board hear¬ 
ings into applications to ex¬ 
port gas. 

Earlier Thursday. Union 
Gas Co. of Canada Ltd. 
submitted a study to the 
hearing indicating that Alber¬ 
ta's gas supplies will be 
exhausted by 1999 if present 
trends continue. 

The study, which assumes 
that present rates of gas 
discovery, development and 
production will continue, sets 
the limit of Alberta's market¬ 
able gas reserves at 100 
trillion cubic feet.

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Clemente Keeps Bucs Moving

Three Vancouver Island hunting areas — Gordon River, 
Copper Canyoh and Nanaimo River — will be reserved this fall 
for buck-only deer hunting. 

This marks a partial victory for those hunters and 
conservationists who have been battling for more than a decade 
for the end of antlerless hunting. 

Regional game biologist Ian Smith explains the idea of buck- 
only areas is two-fold. 

"If people wish to hunt bucks only and are bothered by the 
sight of someone shooting a doe they shtiuld have an area 
limited to buck-only shooting,” he says. 

He adds as the second reason that "many hunters in the 
past have asked for a study area to be set up for comparison 
between buck-only shooting and antlerless shooting. These 
areas will provide the test areas.” 

Smith says he believes the majority of hunters wish 
antlerless areas and that is the reason only three areas have 
been set aside for bucks. 

"We will expand the bucks-only program If it proves 
popular," he added. 

“It is an attempt to provide different types of activities for 
those of different tastes. We will also have bow hunting-only 
areas and if the idea is successful we may have some trophy 
hunting areas for trophy bucks, say where a buck must be a 
two-point or better." 

But he added, "this will come only if the public responds 
and if the buck-only areas get lots of use." 

He predicts the average hunter will see more deer in buck- 
only areas, but ,obviously less deer will be shot. He also 
predicts that in most years thel*e would be slightly more deer 
in a bucks-only area, but whenever a dieoff comes, bucks-only 
areas would have the biggest dieoffs. 

"It would average out over a period of years," he says. 

He predicts that this fall will see some areas with hunting as 
good as last fall, but “nowhere will it be better.” Poor weather 
this year will mean a decreased fawn survival, but the game 
department has abandoned its August deer counts. 

★ ★ ★ 

In 1967. Vancouver Island was split into north and south 
halves with different seasons. This split, with longer season in 
the north, produced the desired result of shifting hunting 
pressure from the more populated southern end of the Island to 
the north. This year the north-south split is being removed and 
the deer season made standard all over the Island. 

The deer herds, which responded favorably to the mild 1969- 
70 winter, were slowed in their recovery to pre-1968 numbers by 
deep winter snows in 1971, especially at high elevations, over 
several sections of the Island. The general effect has been one 
of slow recovery and while antlerless deer season has been 
extended one week over 197Q on the southern portion of the 
Island, it has been reduced by two weeks in the north. 

Deer season on Vancouver Island will be Sept. 11 to Dec. 5. 
with antlerless shooting Nov. 6 to Nov. 21. Blue grouse season 
is Sept. 4 to Dec. 5, ruffed (willow) grouse Sept. 4 to Jan. 9. 
Black bear season will be Sept. 11 to Dec. 31. 

Bow and arrow hunters get a break ahead of season and 
after the regular season, being allowed to shoot bucks Aug. 28 
to Sept. 3 and Dec. 6 to Dec. 12, as well as during the regular 
hunting season. 

★ ★ ★ 

Just off the provincial government presses are free handout 
maps of northern Vancouver Island, which may be obtained 
through the B.C. government ferry authority, on the Kelsey 
Bay ferry and at the government travel bureau. The new maps 
show the proposed route of the new Kelsey Bay-Port McNeill 
highway, as well as the new logging roads (construction still 
under way) to Zeballos and Tahsis. 

The Surveys and Mapping Branch of the provincial Lands 
and Forests Department has sold out the 25,000 copies of Its 
complete Vancouver Island map SGS 1. but it has a revised 
map ready to be printed. This map has undergone a complete 
revision and includes the new roads mentioned above as well as 
the new Pacific Rim National Park and the west coast trail. 
When it will be available is still anybody’s guess. 

Hikers will be glad to know that as of today black line 
prints of mosaics (at a scale of four inches to a mile) of the 
west coast trail are available from the Map Production 
Division, Department of Lands and Forests. Legislative 
Buildings, Victoria, at 75 cents each. They include Port 
Renfrew to Cullite Creek, Cullite Creek to Clo-oose, Clo-oose to 
Darling River and Darling River to Bamfield. 

Two contoured maps on a scale of two inches to the mile 
are also available at 40 cents each, and these cover Port 
Renfrew to Carmanah Point and Klanawa River to Bamfield. 
They give specific information on trail conditions, beach access, 
and river crossings. Tlie third map of the middle section is in 
preparation, but presently available to cover that area at 1 - 
50,000 scale is map 92C-10W at 50 cents. 

★ ★ ★ 

Salmon fishing continues good in most Vancouver Island 
areas, but mid-island coho have moved into the middle of the 
Gulf because of the northwest winds. Pedder Bay to Sooke . 
waters have been giving up fair numbers of heavyweight 
salmon. 

Porlier Pass has been producing well and Gerry Bickerton 
reports excellent coho fishing from Parksville to Nanaimo with 
green and white flies and four to eight ounces of weight. 
Cowichan Bay has been good for eating-size fish and the 
Cowichan Bay Chinooks should be in any day. Cowichan Bay is 
full of ocean-bound salmon fry, which is an excellent sign for 
two years from now.

The oil industry may be a potent force on an 
international level, but it becomes defensive and 
ineffective when dealing with municipal govern¬ 
ments in British Columbia according to a University 
of British Columbia political scientist. 


Cadet Sets Sail 


Dr. Paul Tennant, writing 
in a recent issue of B.C. 
Studies, said a study of 
activities of the Petroleum 
Industry Committee (PICI 
over the past five years 
indicates that the agency was 
generally successful in minor 
actions, but unsuccessful or 
only partially successful in 
the great majority of those it 
considered to be important. 

A permanent body, PIC was 
established to act "as a 
channel of communication be¬ 
tween the industry and local 
government in the province" 
and is composed of represen¬ 
tatives of the larger oil 
companies operating in B.C. 

The political scientist said 
the group was not offensive 
and responded to reports of 
p lanned municipal actions 
that would affect service 
stations in general rather 
than initiated action of its 
own volition. 

Even when the PIC decides 
to intervene as an agent of 
the oil companies to seek 
changes in the proposed by¬ 
laws or regulations that it 
considers desirable, Tennant 
said it "almost entirely" 
makes its approaches to 
appointed officials. 

"Elected officials are seen 
rarely, and usually only when 
those officials are participat¬ 
ing in public hearings or when 
a matter comes before council 
in the final stage of the 
decision-making process,” he 
wrote. 

"In their attitudes PIC 
memhers display a noticeable 
degree of respect for the local 
officials, both elected and 
' appointed, and in their deal¬ 
ings with them are highly 
deferential." 

Tennant suggested the 
deference shown appointed 
officials could be because the 
PIC members are "junior 
executives who lack both the 
formal education and the 
technical expertness’’ of most 
of the officials. 


The manner of dealing with 
elected officials, he said, 
could simply result from a 
lact of familiarity with them. 

The non-partisan philosophy 
of local government that has 
been accepted in B.C. tends to 
allow appointed officials to 
dominate activities anyway 
because elected councils are 
often not as knowledgeable 
about issues and are not in 
touch with various interest 
groups that represent the 
community, he wrote. 

"In any case, the PIC 
displays a general predisposi¬ 
tion to avoid pressing action 
to the point of creating 
obvious conflict with local 
government officials." 

The nature of the B.C. oil 
industry i s partially the 
reason f o r this, Tennant 
wrote, as its senior executives 
are "temporary residents in 
the province" and relate 
more to their head offices 
than to local governments. 

"Were the British Columbia 
branch managers to press 
their demands upbn local 
government to the point of 
engendering publicly per¬ 
ceived conflict, the resulting 
effect upon the local corpor¬ 
ate image would be seen in 
the head office as a certain 
sign of managerial in¬ 
competence." 

The natural tendency of 
most large corporations to 
avoid public conflicts with 
local governments is not the 
sole reason for the oil indus¬ 
try's ineffectiveness at the 
retail level In the province, 
however, according to Ten¬ 
nant. 

Another important reason, 
he wrote, is that the admin¬ 
istrative officials who do 
dominate local government 
"are guided by contemporary 
technical and professional 
values rather than by the 
values of free enterprise 
capitalism."

Victoria aldermen Thursday disregarded the 
advice of their solicitor and city manager and voted 
four to one on a recommendation to submit to de¬ 
mands by Health Minister Ralph Loffmark that he 
should have the say on whether the Belleville Street 
extension is permitted. 

But when it comes to ratification by full council, 
the decision could be reversed. 

The subject has been the 
stumbling block delaying 
agreement to pay SI, 118,000 
for 4.74 acres on which to 
expand St. Joseph’s Hospital. 

Last week the city decided 
to ratify an agreement on the 
land acquisition which would 
have based decisions pn 
whether to proceed on traffic 
needs. 

Loffmark insisted thai the 
health minister should have 
the final say, and earlier this 
week sent along a draft 
agreement for consideration. 

Thursday the city's A Com¬ 
mittee. joined by B Commit¬ 
tee members, decided “under 
duress" to recommend to 
council that they back away 


from last week’s decision and 
agree to Loffmark's demands. 

There were, however, only 
five members of the nine- 
member city council present 
at the meeting and only four 
of those favored the change.

However, 
Hydro says it is not “his" 
home or property any longer 
despite the fact that Codyre 
has refused to cash Hydro's 
cheque which was meant to 
be a final settlement for the 
acquisition. 

Codyre said Thursday that 
the position of the poles on 
his property proves that he 
has not impeded Hydro’s 
plans for a transmission line 
between Pike Lake substation 
and downtowm Victoria. 

"I have always told them

They have been instructed 
in the use of a defibrillator, a 
machine that delivers an 
electric jolt through the chest 
wall to restart a stopped 
heart or restore a normal beat 
to one that is behaving er¬ 
ratically. 

All that now remains is 
instruction in the administra¬ 
tion of two drugs. 

When members of the fire 
department are qualified to 
inject drugs. Saanich’s 
municipal amhulance will be 
complete as a cardiac rescue 
service. 

There are ambulance ser¬ 
vices in the United States 
capable of giving such cure 
thus saving many lives but 
Saanich’s unit will be the first 
ol its kind in this country, 
according to doctors inter¬ 
ested in the program. 

It started two years ago 
when the Saanich ambulance 
was equipped with an electro¬ 
cardiogram. a device that 
monitors heart activity. 

The machine has been 
sending its readings via radio 
to the coronary care unit of 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. Ex¬ 
pert nursing staff has 
watched the patients’ heart 
activity on an oscilloscope as 
they were being transjwrted to 
hospital. 

The problem usually has 
been diagnosed before the 
patient arrives and the 
hospital staff is prepared to 


appljr the correct defibril la- 
i a hi procedure and necessary 
diugs the minute the patieni 
is wheeled through the door* 

However, the training crews 
now are taking will allow 
them to use the same life¬ 
saving techniques on patients 
in the ambulance, officials 
said. 

Approval for the staff to 
administer the care for which 
they are now being trained, 
likely will have to go before 
full council.

They will 
not support a woman auto¬ 
matically just because she is 
a woman. Although criteria 
for candidacy has not yet 
!>een fully resolved, they will 
not. for example. su|>port any 
racist candidates, male or 
female. In fact, at the request 
of approximately 30 b'ack 
women at the caucus, the 
body supported a resolution to 
condemn and disavow any 
racists who do run for office. 


"I am not elevating women 
to sainthood nor am I sug¬ 
gesting that all women share 
the sa me views or that all 
women are good and all men 
are bad." Rep. Bella Abzug 
(D—N.Y.) told the caucus. 
"Women have screamed for 
war. Women, like men, have 
stoned bjuck children going to 
integrated schools. Women 
have been and are prejudiced, 
narrow-minded and even 
violent — some women. 


"They, of course, have a 
right to vote and a right to 
run for office." "I will defend 
that right but I will not 
supjiort or vote for them." , 
During the two-day meet¬ 
ing. a series of far-reaching 
resolutions, which grew out of 
workslxjps held during Die 
convention's early session, 
were adopted by the caucus. 
They agreed upon tactics for 
organization and Issued guide¬ 
lines — not a platform — for 
women candidates to follow."

Anti-A bortion 
Group Grows 


Victoria chapter of the anti- 
abortion group Birthright 
plans to expand to include a 
chapter of Voice of the 
Unborn in its local activities. 

Mrs. Joseph Moreau, local 
Birthright group chairman, 
said Wednesday night the two 
groups are related but handle 
different functions. Birthright 
works with pregnant dis- 
tressed mothers, offering 
counselling and help, while 
Voice of the Unborn works as 
the "propaganda arm" of the 
organization, attempting to 
convince the public of the 
wrongness of abortion. 

Two members of Vancouver 
area branches of the Voice of 
the Unborn spoke Wednesday 


at an open meeting sponsored 
by Birthright. Main speaker 
Doug Macdonald said he felt 
the heart of the issue of 
abortion was the question of 
respect for human life. 

God’s Plan 

Recent scientific develop¬ 
ments had proved, he said, 
that life did not start at birth 
but at conception with a fetus 
as young as three weeks 
having the beginnings of the 
parts of a human body and 
just needing time to grow. 

This, he argued, made 
abortion a crime as serious as 
murder, and perhaps more so 
because adults could possibly 


defend themselves from a 
murderer while unborn babies 
were completely defenceless. 

In performing an abortion, 
he said, man was not only 
destroying the life of the 
unborn child, but was destroy¬ 
ing God's plan for that 
person. 

Like Murder 

"What a dreadful crime it 
is to tear up this blueprint, 
throw it out. saying 'my will 
and not yours will be done' to 
God." he said. 

Abortion. Macdonald con¬ 
tended. was a violent crime 
not only against justice but 
also against nature, because 
nature tried in all the ways It 
knew how to protect the 
unborn child. 

He warned that "divine 
justice" is going to demand 
an accounting of the behavior 
of man in granting abortion 
so freely. 

Despite a great deal of talk 
about abortion these days, 
"we never seem to get down 
to the basic morality of it.” 
he said. “We never seem to 
sav that abortion is just as 
wrong as murder.”

Far from the traditional, 
a c c epted envelope-stuffing, 
c o ffee-making. fund-raising 
activities usually associated 
with women in politics, these 
women want to see their own 
representation significantly 
increased by either winning 
offices themselves or using 
their collective efforts to get 
other qualified women 
elected.

They do no* intend, there- 
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fore, to be inflexible aliout a 
woman's candidacy. They will 
not support a woman auto¬ 
matically just because she is 
a woman. Although criteria 
for candidacy has not yet 
been fully resolved, they will 
not. for example, sujjport any 
racist candidates, male or 
female. In fact, at the request 
of approximately 30 b'ack 
women at the caucus, the 
body supported a resolution to 
condemn and disavow any 
racists who do run for office. 


"I am not elevating women 
to sainthood nor am I sug¬ 
gesting that all women share 
the same view's or that all 
women are good and all men 
are bad." Rep. Bella Abzug 
(D—N.Y.) told the caucus. 
"Women have screamed for 
war. Women, like men, have 
stoned black children going to 
integrated schools. Women 
have been and are prejudiced, 
narrow-minded and even 
violent — some women. 


"They, of course, have a 
right to vote and a right to 
run for office.” "I will defend 
that right but I will not 
supi>ort or vote for them." 

During the two-day meet¬ 
ing. a series of far-reaching 
resolutions, which grew out of 
workslwps held during the 
convention's early session, 
were adopted by the caucus. 
They agreed upon tactics for 
organization and issued guide¬ 
lines — not a platform — for 
women candidates to follow."

Curtain Calls Hail Fair Opener

An urgent request by the 
B.C. Boat Association that 
citizen band radio Channel 9 
be assigned as a distress and 
calling frequency has been 
approved in principle by the 
federal communications de¬ 
partment. 

“I'm quite pleased. The 
jxilicy has previously been not 
to designate any channel. This 
is a big step forward.’’ 
executive director Alex Kil¬ 
patrick told the Colonist in an 
interview Thursday. 

In a July '1 telegram to 
Communications Minister 
Gerard Pelletier. Kilitttrick 
appealed "in the interests of 
boating safety” that general 
radio station frequency 27.065 
MHZ (CB Channel 9) lie de¬ 
signated for distress calls. 

“Present problem Is lack of 
standardization. Different 
areas use different channels," 
Kilpatrick said in the tele¬ 
gram which was sent during 
safe boating week. 

“If a boat is in distress and 
has only citizen band radio 
communication, (it is) un¬ 
likely he will be able to raise 
anyone in vicinity to render 
assistance due to lack of 
recognized frequency," h e 
said in the telegram. 

Kilpatrick added in the 
telegram there are about 
90,000 B.C. boat owners and 
about 15.000 American visiting 
boats annually in B.C. waters, 
arjd commercial fishermen 
commonly use citizen band 
radio. 

Kilpatrick said the limited 
s e arch-and-rescue facilities 
must cover a wide area and 
marine incidents requiring 
these facilities have increased 
by 40 per cent over the past 
two years. 

He said the BCBA is 
attempting to solve rescue 
problems by: 


• Soliciting the aid of 
citizen band clubs on Van¬ 
couver Island and the main¬ 
land coast to monitor citizen 
band Channel 9 on a 24-hour 
basis and relay any distress 
call to the Pacific Rescue 
Centre. 

• Requesting Coast Guard 
and other government marine 
units to monitor Channel 9. 

• Asking other interested 
organizations to co-operate in 
standardizing the distress 
frequency.

As I have mentioned before, our 
family is gradually getting but of the 
habit of talcing to the road on weekends. 

This is partly due to the infuriating 
bottlenecks, especially when returning 
Sunday evening and partly because the 
newscasters seem to take such a 
ghoulish delight in reporting the traffic 
deaths on the roads. 

We like a change of scene too but 
whenever possible we prefer to do our 
touring in the midweek period. Week¬ 
ends we stay home, pottering happily 
around the garden at a dozen and one 
inconsequential little tasks which, are 
forever being postponed because of 
more urgent needs elsewhere in the 
garden. 

For instance, we have a specimen 
evergreen in the front lawn with 
drooping branch tips that touch the 
ground. Every time I mow the lawn I 
get tangled up in those branches, and 
every time I swear to high heaven that 
I'll operate on that tree before the next 
mowing, but something more pressing 
always crops up. 

This coming weekend, for sure, I'll 
take care of this annoyance once and 
for all. The lower branches will be 
amputated flush with the trunk, leaving 
no ugly stub to rot back. 


My aerosol bomb of tree pruning 
paint is out of gas and won’t squirt but 
fortunately the coniferous evergreens 
don’t need any after-pruning care as the 
wounds ooze a gummy resin that seals 
them against infection quite effectively. 

The circle cut in the sod around the 
tree will be enlarged by at least two 
feet, for the tree has outgrown its 
original planting space. 

The edge of the circle will be 
trimmed and made tidy too; it is 
amazing how much a little thing like a 
clean-cut edge adds to the spit and 
polish of the garden. 

★ ★ ★ 

Our bedding plants are about due for 
a feed, and this is a delightfully lazy 
kind of a job for a summer afternoon 
a job you can do while sprawling on the 
grass alongside the flower beds. 

I use a trowel, a bucket of liquid 
fertilizer and an old tin cup. I use the 
trowel to make a little basin in the 
ground around a plant, then ladle a 
cupful or two of liquid food into it. 
When it sinks in and disappears, I 
spread a little loose, dry soil over the 
wet spot, again with the trowel. 

This spoon-feeding would be rated 
highly inefficient in any work-motion 
study, for there are many more 


business-like ways of applying fertilizer. 

However, this lazy dwadling brings 
you down to the level of the plants and 
while working with each one individu¬ 
ally in this way, you see things you 
would never notice while standing up. 

★ h k 

A leaf is curling slightly downward 
around Its edges; this is often an early 
warning of sap-sucking aphids at work 
on the back of the leaf, and a timely 
spraying may abort what might have 
been a serious infestation. 

Chickweed or portulaca is springing 
up between the plants — seedlings so 
small you can hardly see them, 
vulnerable stage, while they are still 
vunerable stage, while they are still 
tiny, and you scatter some granules of 
Weed Preventer and scuffle it in 
shallowly to prevent any more un¬ 
wanted weed seeds from germinating. 

And so it goes, the pottering 
weekend. Pull a few weeds here, snip 
off a few faded flower heads there, stop 
for a cold beer, sit and admire the 
roses, put in a few more radish seeds, 
pot up a particularly handsome begonia 
to stand on the front porch — nothing 
exciting, but all very content-making. 

And I will NOT be a weekend 
statistic for the Canada Safety Council!

Nixon, in a television and 
radio address, announced a 
mission that will symbolize a 
thaw, after 22 years, in 
relations between the United 
States and the People’s Re¬ 
public of China. 

He said he would go to 
mainland China at the invita¬ 
tion of Premier Chou En-lai. 
He said he sent Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, his national secur¬ 
ity adviser, to Peking for 
talks with Chou July 9 and U. 

Kissinger had been on an 
announced diplomatic m i s- 
sion. but his trip to Peking 
was one of total secrecy.

WASHINGTON — Henry Kissinger ap¬ 
parently used the socially accepted device of 
an "upset stomach" to elude the world and 
confer secretly in Peking last Saturday with 
Chinese Premier Chou En-Lai. 

The Kissinger ruse was made known 
Thursday night by President Nixon when he 
disclosed that his foreign affairs adviser had

On Friday news organizations reported 
that Kissinger, then in Pakistan, was 
"slightly Indisposed by an upset stomach," 
had been forced to cancel a dinner 
appointment in Pakistan.

The announcement of the in¬ 
vitation and Nixon's accept¬ 
ance was simultaneously in 
Peking. 

"The meeting between the 
leaders of Chinn and the

two sides." the announcement 
said. 

Nixon said in anticipation of 
inevitable speculation about 
U.S. policy, he wanted to 
make clear that "our action 


in seeking a new relationship 
with the People's Republic of 
China will not be at hie 
expense of our old friends." 

Nixon said the mission and 
policy "is not directed against 
and other nation." 

"We seek friendly relations 
with all nations. Any nation 


can be our friend without be¬ 
ing any other nation’s enemy." 

He said he had taken the 
action because of a conviction 
that all nations will gain from 
an easing of tensions and a 
better relationship between 
the United States and China. 

"It is in this spirit that I 
will undertake what I deeply 


hope will become a journey 
for peace, peace not just for 
our generation but for future 
generations on this earth we 
share together," Nixon said. 

Nixon has been shaping a 
policy of eased restrictions on 
trade and travel between the 
United States and China. He 
has not disclosed his inten¬ 
tions with regard to Com¬ 
munist Chinese admission to 
the United Nations. 

At a new's conference April 
29. Nixon said he hoped and 
expected to visit China 
"sometime, in some capac¬ 
ity." 

But his announcement that 
he is going to Cliina as 
president was a total sur¬ 
prise. There was no advance 
text of his brief speech — it 
lasted less than five minutes. 

Kissinger, who had been 
conferring with Nixon at the 
Western white House in San 
Clemente. Calif., accompanied 
the president on the heli¬ 
copter flight to Burbank for 
the broadcast address.

Roth¬ 
mans of Pall Mall Canada. CFL Properties 
Ltd., Maclean - Hunter. Time Canada and 
Southstar. Publishers. 

It says the Tobacco Advertising Restraint 
Art and amendments tj the Liquor Act, 
passed at the last aession of the legislature, 
are invalid and beyond the authority of the 
legislature. 

The firms ask that they be entitled to 
conduct their businesses without being 
subject to penalties provided in the legisla¬ 
tion. 

The writ does not contest federal tobacco 
advertising legislation, wliich becomes effec¬ 
tive in January.

To Leap Into UN

WASHINGTON - Tlie stun¬ 
ning announcement by Presi¬ 
dent Nixon that he has 
accepted an invitation to visit 
mainland China before next 
May is certain to have 
seismic impact on both presi¬ 
dential politics and the United 
States’ international relations. 

In foreign affairs, the con¬ 
sequences are much more 
predictable and more im¬ 
mediate — and more pro¬ 
found. 

The first visit by an Ameri¬ 
can president to mainland 
Cliina in history, coming after 
more than 20 years of a 
vlrtrtolic antagonism between 
the two great powers, is 
expected to bring the follow¬ 
ing diplomatic results: 

• It assures American a« - 
quiesence to the admission of 
the Peoples Republic of China 
to the United Nations - 
probably this year, certainly 
next year — and even taking 
Nationalist China’s seat on 
the Security Council. 

• It promises a far more 
responsible Peking attitude in 
support of a peace settlement 
in Vietnam. Peking has until 
recently denigrated American 
efforts to achieve a political 
settlement and has maintained 
a hostile attitude towards 
Russian-backed North Viet¬ 
namese and Viet Cong 
negotiating proposals. 

• It threatesns a convul¬ 
sive reaction from the 
Nationalist regime in Tai¬ 
wan, which is certain to 
suspect an erosion of Ameri¬ 
can support despite Nixon’s 
assurances that the rap- 
proachment with Peking will 
not be "at the expense of old 
lriends." 

What happens to Taiwan's 
membership in the UN 
appears problematical, al¬ 
though the president's 
promise that friends would 
not suffer suggests that the 
subject might have been 
discussed during Henry Kiss¬ 
inger’s secret visit with 
Premier Chou En-lai in 
Peking. 

• The Soviet Union’s cur¬ 
rent anxiety about warming 
Sino-American relations i s 


bound to be aggravated. Mos¬ 
cow charged "collusion" be¬ 
tween Washington and Peking 
over tlie visit by the U.S. 
table tennis team this year, 
an event which pales in 
s i g n i f icance to Nixon's 
planned trip to Peking.

Taiwan Sends 
Strong Protest

Nationalist China protested 
Friday to the United States 
government against President 
Nixon’s plan to visit Com¬ 
munist China. 

"’Die Chinese government 
has lodged a strong protest to 
the government of tlie United 
States." government spokes¬ 
man James Wei told re¬ 
porters. 

"I have no more for you 
now. but I will later.'' 

The protest was announced 
after a 45-minute emergency 
meeting of high-ranking 
officials. President Chiang 
Kai-shek’s government appar¬ 
ently had not been informed 
in advance of Nixon’s plans or 
of White House adviser Henry 
Kissinger’s visit to Peking. 

Secretary-General U Thant 
of the United Nations hailed 
Nixon’s announcement and 
said the move "opened a new 
chapter in the history of 
international relations." 

A spokesman for Thant 
issued flits statement a few 
minutes after Nixon told of 
his Invitation from Peking in 
a television and radio state¬ 
ment Thursday night 


"This development has 
opened a new clwpter in the 
history’ of International rela¬ 
tions and it augurs well not 
only for the relations between 
two great countries biY also 
for the future of tlie United 
Nations." 

In Cape May, N.J., Dr. Carl 
Mclntire, national chairman 
of the March for Victory 
Committee, said President 
Nixon "hag abandoned all 
moral principles" by deciding 
to visit China. 

Mclntire, in a statement 
released here Thursday night, 
said: 

"It 4* like saying that for 
the cause of peace. God and 
the devil will have a high- 
level meeting . . . For the 
United States to honor by 
presidential visit a slave 
nation which permits no reli¬ 
gious worship is about as 
degrading as we can be¬ 
come." 

In Ottawa, neither Prime 
Minister Trudeau nor Exter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp w^s immediately avail¬ 
able for comment, but exter¬ 
nal affairs spokesman Ross 
Francis said there was satis¬ 
faction in tlie U.S. decision.

* TODAY'S gaggle of sport announcers

The trend has l>een to ex-sport heroes. The 
network wheels hire a Phil Rizzuto, a Tony 
Kubek, a Pat SummeralJ, a Frank Gifford 
ii-*! breathlessly tell their audiences these 
men will present the inside story because of 
their ready access to dressing rooms and 
■t their intimate comaraderie with players. 

* Actually, it doesn't take too much of the old 

* grey matter to realize the inside story is 
' precisely what you won't get. 

By their very close associations with the 


athletes, these announcers will not give the 
inside story. They will cover up. skirt the 
issue, ignore it altogether. They protect, they 
apologize, but they sure as hell don't tip the 
old canoe. 

IN THE United States there arc about 
three or four announcers or commentators 
worthy of the name. Howard Cosell is w ithout 
peer. He is abrasive, opinionated, galling. But 
he tells it from the shoulder and no sporting 
cow is sacrosanct enough to escape his 
verbal barbs. Ex-footballer Don Meredith is 
the exception to the rule and a breath of 
fresh air. Play-by-play men Ray Scott and 
Keith Jackson are the only other class 
performers. 

The Chris Schenkels, Curt Gowdys, 
Charlie Scctts and Lindsay Nelsons are mil- 
li on-dollar voices with two-bit souls. They 
offer careful platitudes and would h^ve to 
check Funk and Wagnalls for the meaning of 
criticism. 

In Canada — just as barren. The 
apologists dominate -National Hockey League 
and Canadian Football League crews. Eric 
Bishop, the voice of the B.C. Lions, 
Edmonton's Bryan Hall, Toronto's Pat 
Marsden and Vancouver's A1 Davidson and 
Bill Good Sr. are the only ones worth their 
salt, the only ones not intimidated by the 
powerful sport interests. Bishop. I might add. 
is the only truly competent and completely 
irreverent play-by-play man in Canada today. 

TO SHOW YOU the extent of the 
censorship, the cover-up, let me relate an 
incident of a few years ago when I was on 
the football broadcast crew in Calgary. There 
was a league dictum that we could not 
discuss the officiating on game broadcasts. 
One night the B.C. Lions and the Stani|>eders 
were doing their best to overcome the 
blindness and excessive zeal of the officials. 
In short, they were bloody awful. During the 
halftime intermission I was interviewing 
Herb Capozzi, then the general manager of 
the Lions. I asked him what he thought about 
a particularly bad call. 

“Come on Gord,” Herb replied with a grin, 
“you know we’re not allowed to discuss the 
bad officiating.’’ 

For that. Bishop and I were fined one 
game's salary by the league commissioner 
Syd Halter and. I might add. it wasn't the 
last time. 

And somehow- or other I have to believe 
that before this season is over. Bishop will he 
fined again. The honesty in him is too near 
the surface. 

It's unusual in today's sportcasting.

Pill Remains Puzzle

£ Also suppose one had taken 
fhe pill regularly for nine 
jlays but was unable to take 
one in the following one or 
3wo days? Would pregnancy 
be probable?—F.N. 

6 There seems, even now. a 
fcood deal of puzzlement over 


use of the pill. Even though 
women use it successfully, 
nobody tells them why it 
works. 

It prevents pregnancy by 
preventing ovulation, but it 
does this by remote control. 
The hormones in “the pill” 
suppress the hormone that 
stimulates the ovaries to 
release an ovum. 

Since ovulation ordinarily 
occurs about mid-cycle, 
taking the pill daily before 
that time, and for an addi¬ 
tional time afterward, suc¬ 
cessfully prevents ovulation 
from occurring. 

And, of course, if no ovum 
is released to be fertilized, 
pregnancy does not occur. 

There is a little — but very 


little — leeway in the 
schedule that should be 
followed. 1 1 is generally 
recommended that, if a pill is 
missed one day, two should 
be taken the next day. This 
seems to maintain sufficient 
protection against ovulation 
taking place.

New China hews agency, 
monitored in Hong Kong and 
Tokyo. 

Here is the text of the 
president’s address: 

Good evening. I have re¬ 
quested this television time 
tonight to announce a major 
development in our efforts to 
build a lasting peace in the 
world. 

As I have pointed out on a 
number of occasions over the 
past three years, there can be 
no stable and enduring peace 
without the participation of 
the Peoples Republic of 
China and its 750 million 
lieople. That is why I have 
u n d e rtaken initiatives in 
several areas to open the door 
for more normal relations 
between our two countries. 

In pursuance of that goal. I 
sent Dr. Kissinger, my as¬ 
sistant for national security 
affairs, to Peking during his 
recent world tour for the 
purpose of having talks with 
Premier Chou En-lai. The 
announcement that I shall 
now read is being issued 
simultaneously in Peking and 
in the United States. 

"Premier Chou En-lai and 
Dr. Henry Kissinger. Presi¬ 


dent Nixon’s assistant for 
national security affairs, held 
talks in Peking from July 9 to 
11, 1971. Knowing of President 


Nixon's expressed desire to 
visit the People's Republic of 
China. Premier . Chou En-lai, 
on behalf of the government 
of the People’s Republic of 
China, has extended an Invita¬ 
tion to President Nixon to 
visit China at an appropriate 
date before May, 1972.

David Lewis, leader of the 
New Democratic Party, said 
Benson "obviously was talk¬ 
ing through his hat when he 
said that everything was 
hunky-dorey in the economy." 

Lewis said it was "dis¬ 
graceful" that there should be 
such high unemployment 
among young people. Fifty-six 
per cent of the 551.000 June 
unemployed were under 25. 

Donald Macdonald, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Labor 
Congress, said the figures 
“destroy the government's 
boast that the adjusted rate is 
dropping and that unemploy¬ 
ment is under control. 

"The unemployment figures 
make it evident that the 
government is failing in any 
eflorts it is making to bring 
unemployment under control. 

“There is no doubt that 
many thousands of Canadians 
are going to face a bleak 
winter. Conditions will get 
worse before they get better 
and serious increases in un¬ 
employment now apiiear in¬ 
evitable." 

Employment in British 
Columbia increased between 
May and June to 26,000. or 3.1 
per cent, and stood at 867,000 
during the week ended June 
19. but the increase was not 
large enough to absorb the 
increase in unemployment. 

The manpower department, 
in a news release Thursday, 
said the number of people 
without jobs and looking for 
work in B.C. rose from 61,000 
in May to 66,000 in June. The 
higher figure was equivalent 
to 7.1 per cent of the labor 
force compared to 6.8 per 
cent in May.

scenery, mountains and what 
he termed as "windswept 
bluffs.” but told the members 
"to the casual visitor, Cour¬ 
tenay doesn’t make much of 
an impression.”

Pat Codvre: 


Hydro Doesn l 
Need House 


P A. Codyre. whose home 
and four acres at 1890 Munns 
Road have be^n expropriated 
by B.C. Hydro, on Thursday 
had two power poles erected 
on what he says — and Hydro 
denies — is his property. 

In any case, said Codyre, 
location of the poles illus¬ 
trates that Hydro did not 
need his home in the haste 
the Crown agency has used. 

"They did a fine job of 
putting in the poles — it was 
an excellent piece of work¬ 
manship from a helicopter - 
but the activities here Thurs¬ 
day showed they did not need 
our home at this time." said 
Codyre, whose property was 
expropriated by Hydro almost 
one year ago. 

Codyre has refused to move 
from his home. However, 
9 Hydro says It is not "his” 
home or property any longer 
despite the fact that Codyre 
has refused to cash Hydro’s 
cheque which was meant to 
be a final settlement for the 
acquisition. 

Codyre said Thursday that 
the position of the poles on 
his property proves that he 
has not impeded Hydro’s 
plans for a transmission line 
between Pike Lake substation 
and downtown Victoria. 

"I have always told them 


from last week's decision and 
agree to Loffmark's demands.

"By the time they need that 
road I may not be health 
minister — they may have a 
more traffic-conscious health 
minister by then," he sug¬ 
gested. 

During Thursday’s commit¬ 
tee meeting Aid. Robert 
Baird, u'ho cast the negative 
vote against the proposed 
agreement, accused Loffmark 
of bluffing. 

"I’ll call his bluff any day," 
he said.

Saanich's tire department 
has almost completed a train¬ 
ing program that will make 
their ambu'ance service the 
first in Canada to lie so well 
prepared to meet curiliac: 
emergencies. 

They have been instructed 
in the use of a defibrillator, a 
machine that delivers an 
electric jolt through the chest 
wall to restart a stopped 
heart or restore a normal beat 
to one that is beh.’iving er¬ 
ratically. 

All that nenv remains is 
instruction in tlie administra¬ 
tion of two drugs. 

When members of the fire 
department arc qualified to 
inject drugs. Saanich’s 
municipal ambulance will be 
complete as a cardiac rescue 
service. 

There are amt>ulance ser- 
v ices in the United States 
capable of giving such care 
thus saving many lives hut 
Saanich's unit will l»e the first 
or its kind in this Country. 
according to doctors inter¬ 
ested in the program. 

It started two years ago 
when the Saanich ambulance 
was equipped with an electro¬ 
cardiogram, a device that 
monitors heart activity. 

The machine has been 
sending its readings via radio 
to the coronary- care unit of 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. Ex¬ 
pert nursing staff has 
watched the patients' heart 
activity on an oscilloscope as 
they were being transported to 
hospital. 

The problem usually has 
been diagnosed before the 
patient arrives and the 
hospital staff is prepared to 


apply the correct, detibrilla- 
lion procedure and necessary 
drugs the minute the-patiom 
is wheeled through the door 

However, ihe training crews 
now are taking will allow 
them to use the same lite- 
saving techniques on patients 
m die ambulance, officials 
said. 

Approval for the staff to 
administer the care for which 
they are now being trained, 
likely will have to go before 
full couhcil.
